371,000 vehicles

There were 371,000 motor 1" 
vehicles of all types on the 
roads at the end of 1973, an 
increase of 43,000 over the num- 
ber registered at the end of 
1972, the Central Bureau of 
Statistics said yesterday. This 
was an increase of 13 per cent 
ds compared to the 11 per cent 
annual growth in the previous 
three years. 

Passenger cars showed the 
largest increase, and accounted 
for 234,000 of the total number 
Of vehicles compared with 197,000 
at the end of 1971.

FOE OF THE US. 
WINS IN COLOMBIA 


BOGOTA (AP). — Alfonso Lopez 
Michelsen, the candidate of the left- 
of-centre Liberal Party and a foe 
of U.S. policy in Latin America, 
has been elected President of Co- 
lombia. 

With a commanding and steadily 
increasingly lead in returns from 
Sunday's election, Lopez claimed 
victory, and his chief opponent con- 
ceded. 

Official returns from 20 per cent 
of the votes cast on Sunday gave 
‘Lopez, an attorney and former for- 
eign minister, 436,990 votes; Con- 
servative candidate Alvaro Gomez 
Hurtado, 332,225; and Maria Euge- 
nia Rojai de Moreno, daughter of 
ex-Dictator Gustao Rojas Pinilla, 
89,850. 

Unofficial tabulation of 70 per 
cent of the vote gave Lopez vic- 
tory by a landslide, with 2,122,801 
votes to 1,295,485 for Gomez and 
416,921 for Mrs. Rojas de Moreno, 
who was Latin America’s first 
woman presidential candidate. 

Lopez based his campaign on the 
country’s 32 per cent inflation rate.

WITH ITS OWN FLAVOUR 


Tt would be unthinkable to visit Israel, especially 
for the first time, in anything less than a thought- 
ful frame of mind. Young soldiers of both sexes 
perpetually coming and going, on leave and active 
service, thumb lifts all over. Beside you, they stare 
ahead, silently enveloped in purpose. Tourists never 
see fighting or even hear a sound of any. All the 
same you are well aware of what's at stake. 

Gaiety in the country there is: if there is any 
frivolity I never saw it: history has left too much 
sediment. 

Israel isn't like everyhere else: it is one of the 
few places left with their own flavour. Coming from 
decadent Europe the life force winds you. But that's 
only one part of it. 

Into the bar of the Diplomat Hotel. a swank place 
in Jerusalem, came an old man in a long black coat, 
his fluffy beard all but covering his tummy. He 
wore a vast black trilby. 

He sauntered round, taking it all in. A television 
set caught his attention and the programme, which 
was chorus gitls in bikinis with diamante marking 
the strategic roots, held it. When the picture changed 
he wandered out again. Nobody tcok any notice. He 
was very old indeed. 

It's a young country and the young are every- 
where, sorting out the mess left by the old. This 
summer, says the director, 400 volunteers, are needed 
to help with the excavations by the Temple Mount 
in the Old City of Jerusalem. They will have to pay 
their own way, house themselves and work for 
nothing, except fascination. “Only iced water will 
be free." 

The dig Is a splendid one; its purpose, to reveal 
Jerusalem through all its periods. One is awesruck, 
hardly short of shocked, by the histcrical continuity 
which goes back for thousands of years. But the 
most interesting finds start about the time of Herod. 
“Don't look too far back," says somebody with a 
nice line in Jewish humour, “unless you want to 
break your neck.” 

This world is so old and so much has happened, 
fact and imagination are inextricable. 

Where the Inn of the Good Samaritan lies is 
marvellous. The land is empty, the air, in the early 
morning silence, pure and bracing, the light a 
strong yellow. Last week the rolling hills were full 
of wild flowers. In the spring you need only leave 
any main road and scramble for a bit, to find 
wonderful countryside. It's this, parallel with fierce 
progress, that makes Israel extraordinary. 


FEW PLACES) 


The tourist is no longer driven away 
either by war or political crisis, in his 
search for a place “with its own 
flavour.” One view of Israel was 
refiected in Sunday’s London 
“Observer,” which featured it as a 
good place to spend a -holiday. 
Report by EDWARD MACE. 


“Do you find Jerusatem a provincial city?" a man 
said. We were looking over it, in the early evening, 
when the city is washed with colour from indigo to 
rose. I remembered in time how the manager of the 
Hilton Hotel had told me that he was a Greek, with 
a Turkish mother, that he was born in Alexandria 
and was now married to an Austrian. 

Names of places roll off their tongues in Israel. 
Born—? Well, he’s from Baghdad, he’s from Buenos 
Aires; she comes from Sydney. That group? from 
right to left: Leicester, Rotterdam....Oh, yes, that 
6ne was born here. 

Landmarks from childhood crowd in on you. For 
example, it seems ludicrously apt to be watching 
fishing boats on the Sea of Galilee. We sunbathed 
in the afternoon at Tiberias, a serene spot. 

Barlier we had been to Nazareth and afterwards 
went to Tabgha, where the miracle of the loaves and 
fishes may have happened, and, come to that, may 
not. Bethlehem we did another day. The Church 
of the Nativity was full of Frenchmen behaving as 
if they owned it. 

My guide, an enthusiastic immigrant, naturally 
leaned hardest on the history of the Jews: I found 
the Christian associations overwhelming. The area 
in which the tremendous event took place is so 
gman. 

But nothing, not even Calvary, exceeds the over- 
powering effect of Yad Vashem, the shrine in Jeru- 
salem built to honour the martyrs and heroes of the . 
Nazi atrocities. The 1.5 million children they put 
to death are remembered by a single shoe in a glass 
ease. It is probably the saddest exhibit on earth.

Those seeking driving licences are reminded that, if they wish, they 
may have the statutory eye test performed by one of the 
optometrists appointed for this purpose (instead of by the Licensing 
Office eye tester). 
This arrangement has been introduced, to help simplify the obtaining 
of a driving licence. 

The fee οἱ by optometrists for this test is ΠΟ. 

It should be noted that this arrangement applies only to those 
seeking a driving licence for a moped, motorcycle, motor scooter 
(all types}, private car or lorry (all types). 

It should also be noted that having your eyes tested by an 
optomotrist, does not excuse you from the need to obtain a medical 
certificate attesting the state of your health and- your medical 
fitness to drive. ; 
An optometrist’s certificate confirming that your eyesight is adequate 
for driving is sufficient for you to start taking driving lessons, but 
does not replace a medical certificate. 

Accordingly, after obtaining an optometrist's certificate, it is 
desirable that you apply, before starting driving ‘lessons, to 8 
Licensing Office, bring the application form, signed by the optometrist, 
and your soldier's/officer's book, in order to obtain a medical 
certificate. 
Those seeking driving licences who do not obtain such a certificate 
in good thme are liable to find that, when they apply to take the 
practical driving test, they are forced to stop taking driving lessons 
because of a medical disability. It is the responsibility of those 
seeking a driving licence to obtain confirmation that their health 
is unimpaired, and that they do not suffer from any disease or 
disability which may adversely affect their ability to drive.

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REALITY COULD BE HARSHER 
Britain dreams of North Sea oil 


LONDON (AP). — For the firat time since World 
War 11, British politicians are dreaming of a future 
that will be free of economic woes. 

This is the way they envision it: 

By the end of the decade, Britain will get enough 
oil from the North Sea td meet .its own needs and 
have more left over to sell abroad. 

The country’s foreign trade deficit, the source of 
much of its financial troubles since the War, will 
give way to profit. The battered British pound will 
strengthen. 

One senior cabinet minister told newamen privately 
the party which wins the next election is likely te 
stay in power for 15 or 20 years. In his view, the 
political bonanza from the North Sea will be 50 
great that the party which happens to be in power 
when the oil starts flooding in simply cannot miss 
being re-elected time and again. 

Such is the stuff of political dreams. Reality could 
be harsher. 

Not a drop of North Sea of] has yet reached 
British shores. Production schedules are already a 
year behind, and there are tremendous financia! 
problems. ἥ 

The industry estimates the investment needed to 
bring in North Sea oll will cost $6,000m. or more. 
To make this worthwhile, oil companies will demand 
assurance of adequate profits. But they face a threat 
from Prime Minister Harold Wilson’s new Labour 
Party government to nationalize North Sea oil. 

Former Prime Minister Edward Heath of the 
Conservative Party has warned that nationalization 
of North Sea oi] interests — concessions largely 
granted to the giant American companies — would 
be a disaster for Britain. In return, Heath believes. 
the U.S. might nationalize British Petroleum’s major 
share of Alaska oil. 

In short, the promise of a North Sea oil bonanza 
for Britain must still overcome the reality of econ- 
omic, technical and political problems. 

All that is sure now is the potential. The oil 
is there. : 


proved the existence of major oil reserves in the 
British sector of the North Sea, a string of “fields™ 
stretched over 600 kms between Scotland and Nor- 
way on the same latitude as Alaska. Already, the 
proven reserves are enough to put Britain on the 
same level as an oil producer such as Libya or 
Kuwait, which turn out about two million barrels 
and three million barrels a day respectively. 


Discoveries are still being made. In early April, , 


Burmah Oil confirmed discovery of a giant oil field 
in the Northern Sea called Ninian, with the largest 
potential so far. The field hag reserves of two billion 
barrels of oil, producing a potential of around half 
a million barrels a day. 


Potential yield 


According to oi] industry total production 
from the 16 fields developed so far shovld reach 
three million barrels a day by 1980. This is enough 
to meet Britain's oil requirements at home, and 
perhaps leave some left over for export sales. 

The U.S. and Saudi Arabia produce about eight 
million barrels a day each. The Saudi potential is 
believed to be around 10 million barrels 8. day. 

With ofl still being discovered, and prices rising, 
the benefits could well be greater still by the end 
of the decade. Britain's balance of payments deficit, 
due largely to imports of Arab oil, could be improved 
by $10,000m. or more, enough to put it in the black. 

Everyday realties, however, are likely to mean 
several more years of hard slog before any benefits 
are possible. Even then, North Sea oil may never 
be the kind of bonanza for Britain optimists forecast. 

The over-all programme is a year behind schedule. 
As energy Minister Eric Varley put it recently. 
“there has been a slippage due principally to the 
failure to deliver vital equipment and supplies on 
time." 

The delays came in building drilling platforms in 
key North Sea oll fields. Steel and other supplies 
were held up by the three-day work week imposed 
by the former government earlier this year to con- 
serve electricity supplies during a national coal 
strike.

Spain’s lower clergy has taken 
the brunt of the State's disciplinary 
Measures. But in March Franco's 
tough Jaw-and-order Prime Minis- 
ter, Carlos Arias Navarro, made 
the mistake of taking on a bishop. 

Because of a homily urging cul- 
tural freedom of the Basques and 
other ethnic minorities in Spain, 
Msgr. Antonio Anoveros, Bishop of 
Bilbao, was placed under house ar- 
rest. So was his Vicar-General, 
Msgr. Ubieta. 

In a .public statement the gov- 
ernment denounced the homily as a 
“very grave" attack on national uni- 
ty. The homily, in fact, was pretty 
innocuous. Newspapers were not al- 
lowed to publish it, and the public 
could not judge for itself. 8 

Tension mounted as 14,000 Bas- 
ques flocked to Bishop Anoveros’ 
police-cordoned residence and de- 
monstrated thelr support for him. 
On the fourth day of what the 
authorities termed “protective cus- 
tody” a high police official tele- 
phoned the two prelates, telling 
them to pack their bags and pre- 
pare for banishment. A _ special 
plane was flown from Madrid and 
stood by at Bilbao airport to take 
them into exile. ; 

Excommunication 

At this point Bishop Anoveros, 
who had said he would not leave 
unless ordered to do so by the Pope, 
threatened his assailants with the 
ultimate weapon of the Roman 
Catholic Church: excommunication. 
In Madrid word was jeaked that 
the government was ready to tear 
up the Concordat and forcibly re- 
move the two prelates. 

Then Franco intervened. To sign 
a banishment decree and invite ex- 
communication Bein "ay the Spates 
Sl-year-old “Ca jo race 
of God” was not prepared to take.
